Chariss F. Holtz, whose two daughters lost 
their lives through the blunder of the drug- 
gist Charles G. Amende, accompanied by 
Dr. August Lowenthal, Jr.,who was betrothed 
to Miss Gretchen, appeared before lecorder 
McDonough, of Hoboken, this evening, and 
swore out a warrant for the druggist’s arrest 
for causing the death of the young ladies. 

The warrant was issued, but acting chief o! 
nolice, Edmondson, decided not to have it 
served for the present, at least, as Aim Ende 
is unable toleave his room. His residence, 
however, will be kept under police survel- 
lance. His condition is frequently reported to 
the authorities. His attendants have notic- 
ed that the morphine and atro- 
phia which he took in_ succession 
have aflected his mind.

4 Western Train Boardtd at Blue Springs, with the 
Result of Only Thirty Dollars in Booty—an 
Other Oase Reported trom 5i.

Kansas Crry, September 3.—The booty se- 
cured bythe train robbers at Blue Springs 
amounted to about $30 in money. Nothing 
else was taken, The robbers are described as 
appearing awkward and nervous,and evident- 
py unused to stich work. They were roughly 
a" and had the appearance of farm 
rands, Each wore a black mask. J. H, An- 
drews, & business man here, who was on the 
platform of the smoker, relates that when the 
men approached the car he thought they were 
tramps. They boarded the second car as the 
train was pulling out from the etation, and a 
moment later he started through for 
the rear of the train. At the rear 
dcor of the smoker he Was 
met by a guard, who pointed a revolver at 
him and called upon him to stand still. He 
obeyed, and from the doorway watched the 
proceedings in the other cars. The whole 
transaction, he thought, did not occupy over 
ive minutes, before the robbers commanded a 
brakeman to pull the bell rope and stop the 
train. Blue Spring is a small stationin a 
thickly wooded district, and situated near 
Glencele and Blue Cut, the scenes of the 
former robberies in the days of the James 
gang. The train, which was due here at 9:30, 
p. ™m., was nearly an hour late, and on its 
arrival preparations were made to send a 
special train from here with a strong 
posse to search for the miscreants, 
Every eflort will be made to apprehend 
then. The robbers started northward for the 
railroad andthe posse fromthe town was 
soon in pursuit. ‘he men were seen about 
the station before the train arrived, but no 
particular notice was taken of them. 

TRAMPS TAKE A TRAIN, 

The Journal’s St. Joseph, Mo., special says 
tbat a gang of seven tramps early yesterday 
morning took possession of the southbound 
freight train on the Kansas City and St. Jo 
and Council Bluil road at Lake station, five 
mies south of St. Joseph, and held it about 
three hours.

KILLING THE:CHINESE: 


THE BLOODY BECOHDOF THB ROCK 
SPRING’S RIOTS, 


White Miners Attack Their Chinese Uompetitors and 
Put Menycf Them to Death—The Refugees 
Hiding in the Mountains—A Repetition 
of the Outrages Looked for. 


Cuerenne, Wy., September 3.—The largest 
coal mines in the entire Union Paciiie system 
are at Kock Springs, 250 miles west of Chey- 
enne. A company recently imported a large 
number of Chinese totake the places of the 
white men employed. Yesterday alternoon 
the entire force of white miners, about 15° 
sirong, organized and arming themselves with 
shot guns, marched to Chinatown. After 
firing a volley into the air they reloaded and 
ordered the Chinamen to leave. The order 
was obeyed at once, the Chinamen fleeing to 
the hills, closely pursued by the miners, who 
fired several volleys at the fugitives with 
fata! effect. The Chinese quar- 
ter was then set on fire 
and thirty-nine houses owned by the company 
were destroyed, together with their contents, 
The miners next visited the various mines in 
the camp, unearthed all the Chinamen at 
work therein, and bade them flee. Of the 400 
Chinamen here yesterday morning, not one 
remains. Allare in the hills, heading for 
Green river, 14 miles westof here. Seven 
were killed outright by shots fired by the 
miners, and many were wounded. It is said 
that several who were feeble and helpless from 
disease perished inthe flames. Sheriff Young 
arr.ved from Green river ona special train 
yeeterdsy afternoon with a posse of deputies, 
but they were too lateto prevent the mob 
from carrying out their plans. The miners 
juletly dispersed after baving made sure of 
the departure of the @hinamen. Everything 
is quiet at this time. ; ; 

LATER NEWS FROM THE MOH. 

Curvenxe, Wy., September 3.—Advices 
received from Rock Spring this forenoon, in- 
dicate a Worse state of ailairs than was report- 
ed. All ofthe Chinamen, over 500 in num- 
ber, have been driven out ofthetown. There 
fifteen dead Chinamen have been discover- 
cd, and there are probably as many more deed 
bodies inthe ruins. Fifty houses belonging to 
the railroad company and fifty more owned by 
the Chinamen were burned. The Chinamen are 
yet in the hills west of the town. They are 
without food, and are afraid to go to Green 
River city, about ten miles distant. Governor 
Warren is now at Rock Springs, with General 
Superintendent Dickinson, and Superintend- 
ent Wurtele, ofthe western division of the 
Union Pacific railroad. No more disturbances 
sreanticipated. Food will be sent by the 
= agpnaga to the starving Chinamen in the 

ilis. 
THE NEWS GROWS WORSE. 

_ CHEYENNE, September 3.—The worst has ev- 
idently not been told regarding the anti Chi- 
nese outbreak in the western portion of Wyo- 
ming. According to advices from Evanston, 
where the second largost coal mining camp 
of the Union Pacific ‘road is located, the out- 
break was apre concerted one. It had been 
arrapged that the first attack upon the Chin- 
ese was to be made in Carbon, a mining town 
about fifteen miles from Rock Springs, to be 
followed by a like movement in the 
latter place and Evanston. The 
Rock , Springs miners, however, took 
tna inginced. sev “lei Aare ee 4 
the houses ot the Chinese before setting them 
on fire. The outragecommenced in the mine 
et 6,when three Chinese miners were attacked 
and killed, Then the riot com- 
merced all over the town, even 
the women joining in ib with 
loaded shot guns in their hands. Superin- 
tendent Evans,of the coal mines, had been 
warned to leave the town, and did so with 
alacrity, passing through here today enroute 
for Omaha. Nothing can be heard from 
Carbon, as the operator there is evidently 
afraid to send news. From (Tl vans- 
ton the sherifi ol Unitah county 
telegraphed this evening to Governor Warren 
as follows: A large number of citizens, with 
myself, are satisfied that the outrages commit- 
ted at. Rock Springs will be repeated,and are 
liable to break out at any’ time. We need 
troops to protect the lives and property of our 
citizens.” 

Governor Warren is at Green River, but he 
has telegraphed to the commanding oflicers at 
Fort Steale and Fort N. A. Russell, and troops 
have been ordered to hold themselves in readi- 
nees to move at a moment’s notice. 

San Francisco, September 3.—Colonel Bae, 
Chinese consul, has received the following 
dispatch trom Evanston, Wyoming, today, 
relative to the magsacre of the Chines at Rock 
Springs yesterday: ‘The number of Chinese 
killed outright was il. There are a large 
number of wounded still in the hills, many 
of whom will probably die. The Chinese dare 
not go out insearch of them.’’ The dispatch 
conciuded by stating that it was nothing but 
the maesacre of defenseless people.

We are inclined to believe that President 
Cleveland is superior to any occasion or 
event that could possibly erise or occur dur- 
ing bis ecministration. He will be superior 
to this attempt of the monopolisis and the 
law-breakers io use the machinery of the 
law to contravene justice. Itis his duty to 
ect promptiy. He has given his word to the 
country tbat he will reform this monstrous 
evil which has been growing and spreading 
and gathering strength for so many years.

We have no doubt that our esteemed con- 
temporary, the Providence Journal, is in- 
clined to take too seriously the various shades 
and shepes of anti-temperance literature to 
be found in the editorial colamns of the 
Avgusta Coronicle. It should make allow- 
ance for the fact that, while the Caronicle is 
frequently serions, it has never been known 
to ignore the humorous view. 

The Journal haying made the curious sug- 
gestion that the prohibition question in Geor- 
gia was one re‘ated especially to the negro, 
the Augusta Chronicle makes this comment, 
which is<qually as curious: ‘The farmers 
are not especially solicitous for the negro’s 
soul. They only desire to keep him away 
from the country store.’”’ Whereupon the 
Journal makes this further comment, from 
which we are led toinfer that our two con- 
temporaries baye been bandyirg remarks of 
this kind for some weeks:

dred and thirty-six countics of Georgla, has been 
so adopted not with any expectation that it will 
impede the drinking proclivities of the whites, 
but thatit will preyent the sale of intoxicating 
liquors to the negroes. Considering the law in 
this one aspect, there is doubtless good ground for 
its acoption. We always speak with reserve in re- 
spect to the negro, for the northerner knows little 
about him; but we know that the race is improvi- 
dent, constitutionally given to excitement and 
easily led to iadifference to legal obligations, as 
wae to be expected from its education in slavery, 

The prohibitory ques‘ion, therefore, ia Georgia, 
ig not 0 much @ moral issue as it is a fiaancial ex- 
periment. The purpose is to compel sobriety on 
the part of the colored laborer, and a conseqnent 
greater reliance upon the fulfillment of his con- 
tracts. This takes somewhat from the ideal and 
theoretic view of Georgia as an unanimously pro- 
hilitory state, just as the passage of a prohibitory 
law in New England attained through political 
compulsion or aspiration is not the gauge of the 
sentiment of the people of the sfate. A prohib- 
itory law voted by those who do not believe in 
prohibition for themselves, but merely wish to 
use it to coerce a clats, or to secure political ad- 
yancement, is only by indirection a moral advant- 
egc. 

As we have said, the Journal is disposed to 
take the Chronicle toe seriously. Thetemper- 
auce movement in Georgia has precisely the 
same motive and mainspring of the temper- 
ance movements in other states, with this 
exception, that it has thus far proceeded 
more rationally and therefore more succass- 
fully. Iltis based whol)y on public senti- 
ment, and is therefcre not to be classed with 
the prohibition movements which propose to 
ccerce or ignore public seutiment. 

So fares we know, the farmers are not in- 
terested in keeping the negroes away from 
the country stores, and the Journal, as little 
as it confesses to knowing about the negroas, 
ought to have learned by this time that they 
are not specially given to intemperance. 
During tiavery every negro liked his dram, 
and would go great lengths to get it, but 
when they were freed they did not become 
Crunkards. Just why they did not it is im- 
possible to say. They seemed to havethe in- 
clinatiop, and certainly they did not lack 
opportunity; nevertheless, as a race, the ne- 
groes developed an astonishing streak of so 
briety. This fact might be enlarged on. 


A TALE OF TWOCITIBS. 

The Walkup case, at Emporia, Kansag, 
monopolizes a large share of public atten- 
tion. 

Viewed from any standpoint the case is a 
pecujiar one, standing almost alone in the 
ennals of crime. 

It scems that Mr. Walkup, the mayor of 
Emporia, a gentleman of good position and 
comfortable means, visited the New Oleans 
exposition. Hemet Mises Minnie Wallace, 
a piquant belle in her teens, and at once 
made loye toher. The girl wasthe daughter 
of a New Orleans lawyer. She was preity 
and accomplished, and when she became the 
bride of the gentleman from Kansas it was 
believed that the couple had a happy future 
before thc m. 

At thejend of six months, however, the 
busband died. His symptoms were those of 
arsenical poisoning, and when it was found 
that Mrs. Walkup had purchased both arse- 
nic and strychnine a short tims before, the 
suthcrities axd people of Emporia were not 
lorgin coming to the conclusion that she 
had poisoned her husband. The autopsy re- 
vealed {races of arsenic in the dead man’s 
etomech. But this was not decisive. It ex- 
pleded the theory first suggested that the 
poisoning bad been caused by canned ofsters, 
bat did not dispose of the suggestion that the 
sulphide of bismuth administered by the 
physician as a remedy had contained the ar- 
scenic. In tuppert of the latter theory pby- 
sicists in different parts of the country 
stated that many preparations of sulphide of 
bismuth centsined arsenic. The coroner’s 
jury plodded patiently through al! the evi- 
dence exd found Mis, Walkup guilty of hay- 
ing ecministered the poison with felonious 
intent. |

poria trew in ibe bricea strenger, a south- 
erner, a pert Shit of a girl who had captiva- 
ted, perhaps bewitched, their mayor in some 
urecanpy wey. They watched her, not with 
interest, tft with the vigilance of spies.

olous and heartless. They were ready to 
believe evil of her, and the circumstantial 
evidence brovght cut at the inquest excited 
them to fever heat. 

On the other hand, the relatives, friends 
and acquaintances who kpew Minnie Wal- 
lace from babyhood in New Orleans, indig- 
nantly refused to believe in her guilt. How 
would a girl, always amiable, gentle and 
loving, £0 suddenly be transformed into a 
Borgia’? She had noloyer. She was devoted 
to her busband. Her married life was happy. 
Her position was likely to improve if her 
busbkand lived, as he wasa rising man, She 
could gain nothing, but must inevitably lose 
by bis death. Why, then, should she poison 
bim? After this feshion reasoncd the New 
Orleans people, and it must be admitted that 
they make out a strong case for the defense. 

It is to be heped that the testimony which 
proved strong enough to convince the coro- 
ner’s jury will be satisfactorily explained. 
If this young girl of seventeen has deliber- 
ately murdered her busband in the first half 
year of ber married life, merely to get him 
out of the way and eecure his property, then 
the cese is one of the most horrible that ever 
shecked this country. For the present we 
must hope thatthe coroner's verdict was a 
misteke. Itie some comfort to know that 
the suspected women bears herself like an 
innocent person, and Ler relatives, among 
them being men of Jofity character, influence 
and position, profess the strongest confidence 
in her ultimate triumphant vindication.

The tewer is 700 years old. Its divergence is 
thirteen feet. It was not a deliberate design, as is 
popularly supposed, to have this structure incline 
from an upright line. The departure from the 
was a fauit of construc- 
tion happily detected before the 
building was com pleted. The ill- 
consequences of the error were guarded against 
by a quantity of extra braces and by adapting the 
stone of the upper portion to the practical require- 
ment, As an additional precaution the seven 
bells on the top, the largest of which weighs 12,000 
pounds, were so placed that their gravity would 
counteract the structural defect of the tower. As 
a result the campanile is as well ballasted as it is 
firmly founded, and is, perhaps, capable of resist- 
ing even greater violence of wind and storm than 
a vertical tower of regulation pattern,

CUTLING KATES, 


The Western and Atlanta Makesa Cat to 
Fit Chattanooga. 

A CONSTITUTION reporter called upon Mr. Jo- 
seph M. Brown, general freightand pawenger 
egent of the Western and Atlantic railroad, ye 
terday, for the purpose of inquiring into the re- 
port that the Western and Atlantic railroad had 
made a cut of fifty five per ceut in passenger rates 
and that a bitter war was to be inaugurated by 
the company upon the East Tennessee, Virgiaia 
and Georgia system. 

“I kpow nothing about any bitter war,’’ said 
Mr. Brown, ‘“‘all that there is in the report is this: 
The Western and Atlantic hascut the passenger 
rate out of Chattanooga to ail eastern points, such 
as Baltimore, Washington, Philadelphia, New 
York avd Boston, fifty percent. That is simply 
elltbatthere is in tbe report. So faraslan 
concerned there is po bitterness on our side. I 
9m pot bitter in the least. Ou the contrary lam 
in very good humor, and expect to remain s9.”” 

“What points will derive a benefit by the cutia 
pessenger rates?’ asked tbe reporter. 

“None but Chattanooga,” replied Mr. Brown. 
“The people of Chattanooga and any traveler who 
comes through that city on his way east, will get 
the bencfit of the cut. A purchaser ofa ticket in 
Chattanooga for any point eat wil come to 
Atianta over the Western and  At- 
lantic and then take the Richmond and Dinville 
reijroad fcr eastern points. The cut in no way 
efiecite the rate from Atlanta tothe points men- 
tioned.”’ About ten days ago, the Westera and 
Atlantic mace a cut of tweniy per cent,on pasiwa- 
ger rates out of Chattanooga to all eastern points. 
The second cut carries the rate down to fifty per 
cent. It now remains to be scea if rates will be 
cut to the bone. and special inducements offered 
to purchasers of tickets.

General Gossip and Ecitorial fhort Stops 
Caught on the Run, 

Since Constitutionals have been written on the 
West End street cars, from Cumberland island, 
from bleak Nantucket, and even from a stern 
wheeler as it ploughed the waters of the Missis- 
sippi on its course to New Orleans, why should 
they not be written from Macon, the one city in 
the state that possesses entire forests of gu >erna- 
torial timber? 


But it is not with gubernatorial timber that 
these Constitutionals have to do. 


In the union passenger depot, that Mecca of 
newspaper men, a party of railroaders were dig. 
cussing, yesterday morning, the wonderful im. 
provements that haye been made upon southern 
railroecs within the recent past. Said an old em. 
ploye of the Central railroad: 

“I can remember when a passenger triin “was 
almost as troublesome to manage as an ox cart on 
a hilly road. I was one of the first engineers that 
took a train over the State road, The eugine was 
about the size of an ordinary stationary farm eu 
gine, and the Cars were almost as small as those 
used On narrow gauge rcads. There were no 
brakes in those days. When the train drew near 
a station, speed was gradually reduced, and when 
the station was reached, train hands armed with 
blocks of wocd would jump off and chock the 
wheels.”’ 


“Talking of smal! cars,’’ said a gray headed old 
fellow, with ahsmmer in his hand, “in the early 
days of the Central railroad the freight cars were 
not much larger than big dry goods boxes, Down 
on the Eatonton branch, alongside of the track, 
some of thore identical cars may ba seen, They 
have been convertid into huts and are occupied 
by negroes.”’ 


“The early railroads had one advantage over 
thote of today,” said the firatspeaker. “While 
accidents irequently eccurred they were not so 
destructive to life and property as they are now, 
The wort accidents in the early history of rail 
roads were caused by what were sometimes called 
tawyers. The rails would sometimes become 
loosened where they were joined together, and 
would eurve upward. When oneof those curved 
encs slipped overtbe top of the wheels of a 
patsipg train a dreadful accident was sare 
to resu't. I remember that such an accident ones 
occurred to a traiu my engine was pulling when! 
was employed on theS8tate road. Tae rail punched 
its way through the floor of the rear coach, ripped 
up planks and sats, and killed or wounded every 
passenger on bosrd. That accident oceurred hear 
Cartersville. The scene, after the accident, was 
the most sickening I ever beheld.’ 


Trausier Clerg J. W. Harris, of the U oiled States 
mail service, who was sitting on a mail truc* list- 
ening tothe conversation, got up, struck a base« 
ball attitude and remarked: 

“Reilroad accidents are frequent, now-a days, 
and they are generally very destructive to prop- 
erty, but not many lives are lustinthem. Take 
this as a pointer: 

“In 1882, Iran on the Western raflroad of Als- 
bama asa pestal clerk, Goipe down to Mont: 
gomery, one dey, about two miles north of Che: 
haw, I was sittingin my car with my feet up 
against a window, I heard a rattliag noise under 
the car, and supposing thata brake rod had broe 
ken loose, jumped up to catch the bell 
line in order to ring dowa the 
engineer. In another second I was 
lying out on thn side of the track, and my car was 
ising through the air, straight over the telegraph 
wire on tbe other side It wentover without 
Lreaking a wire, jamped over the engine, wiich 
was lying at the bottom of the embankment aad 
brought upin the woods. Twocowson the track 
bad caused an ugly accident. Thetraia wa: fall 
of passengers, but nobdody except the engineer and 
fireman received serious injuries.” 


““There’s always one fuouy thing abont a rail- 
roed accident,’’ Clerk Harris continusé, &¥ he 
brought the heel of the right foot to the floor, and 
resumed his seat on the truck. ‘“Peo- 
ple who are not hurt invariably 
make ridiculous those that are, by 
injudicious attentions tothem. In the accident I 
have just mentioned, the fall from my car slightly 
stunned me. Somebody gave mean opiate, and 
then cversbody else made me takea drink of 
whisty. The result was I soon became gloriously 
drunk.”’ 


Beggage Agent Ciaerry finished checking a trunk 
and said: 

‘Tom Clay ton—~’’ 

“Which Tom Clavton?’’ interrupted theold fel- 
low with the hammer.

I tell you, sir, when the train left 
Forsyth, it was running four hundred mile3an 
hour,and if it had run off the track, it would 
have killed everybody in Monroe’coun‘y!” 


“Know Garner, J. H Garver, master of trainsoa 
the Brunswick division of the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia railroad?’ asked one of th? 
party. 

Receiving a general assent, the speaker cou: 
tinued: 

“The other day, Garner told me about aa accl- 
dent that happened toa train he was on one day 
while he was building a railroad in Mexico. 

“*I was riding on the engine,’ he said, ‘au:! be- 
tween it and the rear cars. were two cers losded 
with Cynamite, which was used in blasting out 
rock. The rate of speed was rot higb, but by one 
of those unaccountable accidents that sometimes 
occur, the dynamite cars got off the track. Oaeofl 
them reared up on the tender of the engine, and 
I thought an explosion, which wouldn't Jeaye a2 
atom of the train, of of anybody that 
was on it, would surely occur. It didn’t 
occur, however, end I to'd the engineer 
to pull the throttle valve wice open and get inte 
ssier quarters. He obeyed the order and we 


pulled away, leaving the car standing on oueend. , 


When I got ready to clea: the wreck I had the car 
securely propped up, and then the dynamite was 
carefully taken out and carried off to a saie dis 
tance from the track.”’

An appeal should be allowed to the courts from 
the decision of the railroad commission. it is 
amazing that this proposition should be denied ; 
for to withhold this right togo to the courts of 
the country for redress is to establish a principle 
that is destructive of liberty and abhorrent to the 
sense of natural justice, The commission deals 
with nothing but property and the rights of prop 
erty,, and determines the amounts railroads 
should charge for Carrying goods and passen- 
gers, and prevents unjust discriminations. It deals 
with dollars and cents. It fixes the price to b2 
charged for certain work. It makes the contract 
between the shipper and the carrier, and says how 
much shall be paid for the work, and its decision 
is final, Neither party can appeal from it. The 
one must pay and the other receive just what the 
commission says. This places the property in- 
volved on both cides at the will of the commission. 


At this time prejudice runs high against railroads 
and the commission is controlling them. This 
€norm ous power is now being applied to them. But 
Suppose matters should coapge. Suppose 
should have at some fature time 
com missioners who would favor rall- 
roads and seek to promote their interest at the 
expense of the pie, and this power should then 
be applied to the shipper; it would be the same 
power only it would take the otherturn. In the 
diflerent application of the power the citizen 
would grorn under bis turden, and he would 
reea the constitution ot his country and ask why 
isthe right toappeal to the courts denied me? 
All other persons eniey that right, but my prop- 
erly is held at the will of the railroad commission, 
and am mace tO pay ten prices for 
what I get in return. How long would the 
people subiwit tofsuch an outrage on their rights” 

It is the history of maukind thatif a irrespon. 
sible power be —— with any body it will, soon 
or late, be used to destroy liberty. Every person 
should be allowed to go to the courts to have his 
rights of property passed upon. Railroads are 
property. They are owned by somebody, and 
whether the owner resides in Georgia or in Ea- 
rope makes no difference, it is property still and 
is entitled to the protection of the law. That 
protection as to all other property is found in 
the court house. A railroad com papy must be hot- 
ly pursued when it flees toa jury for protection 
fiom wrovg. But let it be remembered by every 
man who knows or cares anything about the hap- 
piness or the safety of the people that there is no 
public certnne | so greatorso much to be dreaded 
as irresponsi

“It is true that the commission itself is always 
open for a new triai, and that without formality. 
Butasidealtogether from pride of opinion, or other 
fault, an error of judgmentis not easily cured in 
those who make it, and so an appeal to some out- 
side tribunal is usually the safest mode of securing 
a fair re-hearing, 


‘It remains to make the provisions for appeal 
more complete and satisfactory. 

‘On the whole, very generally, with a properly 
constituted cummission, the safety of all interests 
would finally be feit to rest in its decisions, assafer 
fiom itsconstitution thana ury, and more espec - 
ally educated than the courts, and so the inciinas 
tion would be to appeal to rather thaa from it.’’ 

Since then mad have drifted to the position that 
no appeal should be allowed, and further still 
that it can not be allowed because the coastitu- 
tion intrusted the jurisdiction to the legislature. 
and notto the courts. The position af ey to 
be thatin fixing rates, that is, in maxing con- 
tracts for the citizens,the commission can not be 
controlled by thecourts. It must have been painfal 


to the commissioners to have been driven to this 


conclusion; for, as they expressed it in the re- 
port, ‘An error of judgment is not easily cured 
mm those who make it,’’ and therefore a motion 
for a new trial before them would not be much of 
aremedy. It may bethey find consolation for 
the parties who are interested, in the sentiment 
expressed above in their report, that appeals 
would be rare any way because the interest in- 
volyed would come to feel that the commission 
was “‘saferfrom its constitution than a jury, and 
more especially educated than courts, aud so the 
re would be to appeal to, rather than 
10m, it.’’ 

Itisa pity that the constitution should have 
declared that the right of trial by jury ‘‘sha'l re- 
main inyiolate’’ when here within reach, was a 
‘safer’ thing. The present commissioners are 
gentlemen above reproach, and no doubt they are 
as faithful to the official trust, as can be. The 
author of this article knows them too weli to 
doubt, but they are mere men and no man should 
be trusted with such wers. They fully recog- 
nized in other years, the propriety and jussice of 
the appeal: now ther devote pages in their report 
toshow that there should be no appeal from ticir 
decisions. The distinguished chairman of their 
commission is a lawyer of eminence, and no maa 
has eerved his state more worthily, con- 
scious of his rectitude, know: 
ing as he .well does that in spite 
of everything be can do, and be will do whatever 
he believes to be right, | yet think he nnder- 
estimates the danger to the public of the exist: 
ence of such power as this commission has, He 
has read too well the history of the past, to fix 
upon the institutions of nis country, the principal 
that, in any case where the right of property is 
involved, the citizen may not 
have that right passed upon 
byajury. From prejudice or passion a jury may 
go wrong; but taking it all in all with the checks 
and restraintsoi the law, we must still believe 
that the court is “safer’’ than any irrespousible 
tribunal that ever wes created. It is not the per- 
sonnel of the commission thatis objected to. It 
is the — of irresponsible power that every 
man should throttle as fast as he can get to it. 

The legal aspect of the matter does not appear 
very difficult. It isa mistake to suppose that this 
is purely, and in its details, a legislative question. 
The pee tion of the commission is this: tne remit- 
tal of the rate-makinvg power, either directly to 
the railroads themselves, or indirectly to the 
coults, would be an abdication by a general as- 
sembly of powers which the constitution expressly 
enjoins upon the legislative department. Tae 
constitution provides that the power aud author- 
ity of regulating railroad freight and passenger 
tariff, etc., areconferred upon thegeneral assemby, 
whose duty it shall be to pass laws from time fo 
time to regulate freights and passenger tariffs, 
and enforce the same by adequate penalties, The 
power and authority thus conierred, was declara- 
tory of what already existed at common law. It 
is inherent in every sovereignty; it has been ex- 
erciseé in England from time immemorial, and in 
this country from its first colonization, and recent 
legislation on the subject establishes no new prin- 
ciple in the iaw, but only gives a pew effect to an 
old one. See Munn vs. Illinois. 91U.S., 113, and 
Chicago railroad vs. Iowa, 94, U, 8. P., 161. 

By the constitution the power to regulate is 
iven to the legislature,and it must pass laws 
rom {ime to timeto regulate and enforce the 

same by penalties. Our supreme courtin the 
Georgia railroad case, about this commission, 
fa:s: 

‘-1¢ was pot expected that the legielatureshould 
do more than pass laws to accomplish the ends in 
view. When this wes done its daty had been dis- 
charged. All laws arecarried into execution by 
means of officers appointed for that purpose; some 
with more, others with less, but ali must b9 
clothed with power sufficient, for the effectual ex- 
ecution of the Jaw to be enforced.”

A SLIOKESCAPE.} 


Which Causes a Deputy United States Mar- 
shal to Lose His Place, 

Some weeks ago William Jacobs, a citizen 
of Haralson county, was indicted tor the al- 
leged stealing of a pocket-book from an old 
man named Johnson. Jacobs and Johnson 
were out hunting, when the latter lost his 
pocket book. Hedid not attempt to prove 
that Jacobs stole it, but some of his neighbors 
took the case beforethe grand jury and ob. 
tained the indictment. Jacobs had frequently 
reported cases of violation of the reve- 
nue laws, and he _ attributed his 
indictment to the prejudice against him on 
this account. Jacobs told his friends that he 
feared he could not get a fair trial in the sn- 
perior court of Haralson county, and they took 
steps to secure a transfer of the case to the fed- 
eral courts, Mr.John F.Cosper,who had been a 
deputy United States marshal for several 
years past,and who wasatriend of Jacobs, 
procured a writ ot habeas corpus and went 
to Buchanan to ask the transfer of the case. 

Cooper had been summoned as a 
witness by Jacobs, and when he 
appeared in the courtroom, Judge Branham 
intimated that he wes under the influence of 
liquor and not in proper condition to testify 
or to present the cause of Jacobs in his peti- 
tion for a transfer of his case. Cooper replied 
rather sharply to the judge, and there was 
something of ascencinthecourtroom. Judge 
Branham, after severely reproving Cooper, 

ranted the order rneatnerinn the case to the 

edera! court, and Cooper came back to Atlanta 

with Jacobs as his prisoner. Late last Friday 
evening he took him to the United States court- 
room, where, Jacobs said, he had some friends 
who would sign his bond. Cooper started 
toward the clerk’s office with his prisoner and 
a blank bond which was there to 
be duly signed by principal and 
sureties. Just before reaching the 
office Jacobs stopped in the hall to talk to 
young Bob Bolton. Cooper stepped into the 
office and thought Jacobs would follow him. A 
few moments elapsed and Jacobs did not ap- 
pesr. Cooper stepped to the door 
and both Jacobs and Bolton 
head vanished. He searched all over the 
building in vain for his prisoner and then re- 
alized that he had skipped. Cooper went 
back to Haralson county the 
next morning in the hope of recapturing his 
man but nobody there ad seen 
him. Cooper did not report to Marshal Nelms 
until last Tuesday, three days after the man 
had escaped. The marahal immediately asked 
for his commission and relieved him from 
further service. He was a very eilii- 
cient deputy in making arrests, having 
figured conspicuously in some of the most no- 
ted captures ever made by the Georgia mar- 
shal’s office. Marshal Nelms dismissed Coop- 
er in purevance of his determination that 
nothing but the strictest discipline will be 
tolerated on the part of his deputies. 

Jacobs is still at large, butevery effort will be 
mec.” pture him end bring him to triel. 
It is said that there is very little evideace to 
sustain the indictment against him, and that 
he acted foolishly in not allowing the case to 
proceed in the state courts where he would 
almost certainly have been acquitted. Why he 
desired to escape isa mystery. His effort in 
this direction has made matters worse for him 
and has gotten one of his friends into trouble.

A DASTARDLY ATTEMPT 


TO ASSASSINATEB THE CHIEF OF 
POLICE. 


A Weuld-Be Assassin Attacks Patrolman Purdy 
Whom ke Mistakes for Cnief Connolly—The 
Policeman hese Scuffie with the Scoun- 
¢rel Eut Fails to Hold Him, 


——— 


A cowardly and dastardly attem pt to assas- 
sinate Chief Connolly was made yesterday 
morning about three o’clock, and in all prob- 
ability the assassin would have sncceeded in 
carrying out his designs had he not discover- 
ed that he had assaulted another member of 
the police force whom he believed to be Chief 
Cennolly. 


That member of the force was Patrolman 
Purdy, who bears a striking resemblance tothe 


chiet, especially after dark. 

The assault was made on Marietta street, 
and was evidently made for the purpose of 
sccomplishing Chief Connolly’s death, 

HOW IT OCCURRED. 

Patrolman Purdy resides in the western 
er of the city, end yesterday morning about 

elf pest two o’clock leit his home for police 
headquerters. He was dressed in full uniform, 
end cerried his pistol in his right hend hip 
pocket. The early morning air was quite 
cool, and soon atter the patrolman left his 
home he buttoned his coat tightly about his 
body, and with no thought of any harm to 
himself, walked swiftly up Marietta street. 

Between Bartow and Spring streets, on the 
south side of Marietta street, there is a nar- 
row alley which leads back to Gholstin’s 
flouring mills. At that point the street is 
quite dark, and on either side of the alley the 
buildings fronting on Marietta street have 
heavy wooden awnings. The shadow of these 
awnings darken the sidewalk after dark to 
fuch an extent that a person passing along the 
street could not see three feet into the alley, 
thus meking the mouth of the alley just such 
a place es an aesassin would select

upon his intended victim. Just as Patrolman 
Purdy reached the mouth of the alley, a man 
sprang cutin front of him, and, laying his 
Jeft hand in the patrolmen’s collar, threw his 
right hand above his head as though prepar- 
ing tostrikea blow. As he grabbed the pa- 
trolman the man hissed under his breath: 

“Oh, yes, Connolly, d—n you, I have you 
now and I'll men up all old scores by kill—”’ 

The essault was so quick and unexpected that 
Petrolman Purdy could not realize what was 
goirg on until the man had delivered the sen- 
tence threatening death to the chief. By 
whet the man said the patrolman knew that 
he had been 

MISTAKEN FOR THE CHIEF, 
and ss soon as he recovered from the surprise 
occasioned by the attack exclaimed: 

“T am not Chief Connolly.” 

Atthe same instant the patrolman began 
jerking his coat open so as to get at his pistol. 
His remerk, together with his voice and prob- 
ably a second look on the part of the would-be- 
assassip, revealed thet he was not the chief 
snd with a lightning-like rapidity the man 
dropped bisright hand, released his grasp 
upon the patrolman’s collar and 
turning, fled quickly down the 
dark alley. The atrolman sprang 
jnto the darkness, and as he pursued the fugi- 
tive, drew his pistol.
